Law to be Constitutional Must be General and 
Uniform in Its Application, Says 
Representative Swanson 


Representative H ilding A. 
S w a n ­ 
son. of Brainerd, has presented his 
ideas of what a Kress ea rnings tax 
bill of railways, which permits a di­ 
vision of the same, shall be and the 
Dispatch is glad to give th e same 
publicity as follows: 


I have d ra w n up a bill for the div i­ 
sion of the gross earn in g s taxes paid 
by all the railroads o p erating in Min­ 
nesota. but excepting therefrom street 
railways. 
Considerable 
time 
was 
necessary to d raw up a bill on this 
i m p o rta n t subject, and which I i n ­ 
tend to introduce into the House of 
the next session of the Minnesota le g­ 
islature convenin g on J a n u a r y 2nd. 
1917. 
Now this law in order to be con- 
constitu tio nal, had to be general and 
uniform in its application and such 
as to bring w ithin its influence all 
w ho are u n d e r the sam e conditions, 
and giving to each taxing district 
w here a railroad is located, th e ir p ro ­ 
portionate sh are of the gross e a rn in g s 
tax. 
However, an act giving b en e ­ 
fits only to places where th ere are 
shops or te rm in als would have been 
u nconstitutional as class legislation, 
bu t that lf th e tax was distributed to 
each ta xing district w here there was 
a railroad, it would allow a benefit 
to all and not a few. 
In reality, railroads 
should 
pay 
taxes as o th e r property ow ners and 
each ta xin g district bas an in h e re n t 
right to tax th e 
property 
located 
therein. T h at rig h t, however, is d e­ 
nied the said ta x in g districts by r e a ­ 
son of Article 4. Section 32 a. of o u r 
M innesota constitu tio n, 
which 
in 
brief states th a t all railroad property 
shall in lieu of all o th e r taxes and 
assessments pay to th e state tr e a s ­ 
urer. a certain percentage 
of 
th e ir 
gross earnings, and which percentage 
shall not be altered unless subm itted 
to th e vote of the sta te and ratifier 
by a m a jority of all the electors of 
th e state voting 
at 
that 
election. 
This tax is five per cent u n d er Sec­ 
tion 2226. G. S. 1913. 
T h ere is no act which compels a 
division of this tax to th e ta x in g d is ­ 
tricts where such railroads are lo cat­ 
ed, bo tha t th is tax is u n ju s t ly used 
and It is necessary and just t h a t the 
said tax be properly distrib uted to 
each tax in g district wherein a ra il­ 
road is located and t h a t the said dis­ 
trict may receive th e benefit for the 
privilege of such railroad using th e 
property therein. 
The proper law’ would be to tax 
railroads on th e i r real and personal 
property, as o th e r property ow ners 
are taxed, bu t to enact such a law. 
it w'ould be necessary to am end th e 
constitution which is a difficult m a t ­ 
te r in this state, so we have to make 
the best of the situation, and th e law 
which I have d r a w n I believe would 
properly divide this tax and allow’ to 
each city, village or tow nship on their 
proper proportion of the valuation of 
railroad property located therein , for 
even in states w here they have no 
gross ea rnings taxes but a direct ad 
valorum tax, it is found very diffi­ 
cu lt to ascertain th e value and p ro p ­ 
erly distribute th e same. 
So in consideration of m a k in g a 
proper law for the distrib utio n of the 
gro ts earn in g s ta x in this state. I 
have had the above m a tte r In view 
and made th e application of th a t law 
uniform and th a t point m ust be kept 
in mind in m a k in g a study of this 
proposed act. and in m ak in g an Il­ 
lu stration of this proposed act that 
forty-four railroads 
paid 
a 
gross 
ea rnings tax in 1915, and th a t their 
valuation was as follows 
Value 
of 
road. $282,281,172 OO; 
value of equipm ent. $80,785,855.00; 
total value. 
$363,067,027.00; 
gross 
e a r n i n g ^ $5,4 3 6.62 5.00. 
Then this gross e arn in g s tax should 
be divided for each road according to 
th e percentage of the value of such 
road in each county, and then re-dis­ 
tributed to each tax in g district ac ­ 
cording to th e ir percentage 
of 
the 
value of the road in th a t county. The 
s u m m a ry of th is proposed act is as 
follows, and will am end Section 2232 
of G. S. 1913*. so t h a t th e groas e a r n ­ 
ings tax of all railroad companies 
paying a tax In this state, and as de­ 
fined in Section 2231, shall be a p p o r ­ 
tioned and distributed as follows: 
T h a t it shall become the d u ty of 
the railroads to m a k e a sem i-annual 
report of th e v a l u t of th e ir property 
to th e Railroad and W arehouse Com­ 
mission from Jan. 1st, to J u n e 30tb, 


on the following August 15th. and 
from J u ly 1st, to December 31st, on 
the following F eb ru a ry 
15th, 
and 
which dates are the same as to when 
the railroads m ake th eir report on 
th e ir gross earnin gs, and which re­ 
port shall be itemized 
as 
to 
each 
specific article 
of real and personal 
property. 
That such valuation shall Include 
all the property tangible and i n t a n g ­ 
ible. excepting street railroads and 
land secured by public g r a n t, and 
luted by such railroads 
within 
the 
boundaries of the state of Minnesota, 
and that th e same shall include ro ad ­ 
bed, stations, union stations, equip­ 
ment. 
appurtenances, 
appendages, 
franchises, yards, sidetracks, spurs, 
switches, 
bridges, 
culverts, 
shops, 
power plant, foundarles, tie plants, 
warehouses, tanks, 
hospitals, 
office 
buildings, general office buildings, of­ 
fice fu rn itu re , electric appartus, tele­ 
g raph and telephone in s t ru m e n ts and 
equipment, rolling stock, money and 
credits, and all o th e r property owned. 
leased or sub-let and used directly or 
Indirectly in the operation 
of 
such 
railroads in Minnesota, and that the 
railroads shall furnis h 
such 
o th e r 
facts and inform ation as shall he re­ 
quired by the commission, th a t the 
valuation furnis hed by the railroad 
company shall not be conclusive, and 
the commissioners shall have a u t h o r ­ 
ity to alter values to the tru e values 
and have th e right to inspection of 
the hooks aud papers of the company 
for additional Information. 
That the rolling 
stock 
and 
the 
money and credits report of the r a il­ 
roads shall show what proportion of 
the same is used wholly 
or 
partly 
w ithin the state, and th a t th e money 
and credit report shall be th e a v e r ­ 
age of the money and credits on hand 
from the periods from J a n u a r y 1st. 
to J u n e 30th, and July 1st to Decem­ 
ber 31st of each year, 
and 
w h e n 
some of said rolling stock is used in 
o th e r states, it shall he proportioned 
to Minnesota according to th e value 
of the branch or division wherein the 
said rolling stock is used 
in 
more 
th a n one state. 
T hat all railroad properties used 
by more than one railroad, such as 
Union stations, office 
buildings, 
or 
docks or other property, shall be dis 
tribute*! to each road as to th e ir o w n ­ 
ership or interest in the same; th a t 
all bridges, culverts, 
w harves 
and 
docks, buildings and o th e r property 
located in more th an one ta xin g dis­ 
trict, shall be properly apportioned to 
each taxing district. 
T hat the duties 
of 
the 
railroad 
with reference to this law have now 
been completed excepting an to the 
paym ent of the tax, and the duty of 
the Railroad and W arehouse Com m is­ 
sion now begins. 
The value of each 
railroad located partly or wholly in 
this state and 
not 
inclu din g 
the 
money and credits and rolling stock, 
shall be considered as a u n it of one 
hundred per cent, and it ahall be the 
duty of the commissioners with the 
valuation on hand for each road, to 
divide th e sa m e in proper proportions 
to each county according to th e value 
of the property located therein, and 
that afte r th a t proportion or p e rc en t­ 
age is derived, they shall also divide 
and distribute th e money and credit* 
and rolling stock on th e sam e p e r ­ 
centage to each county, 
and 
which 
shall be added to th e other valuation 
of the railroad property and th e same 
shall be a total for said county, and 
that this s a m e . proportion 
shall 
be 
used for every road in each county. 
And the tax commission shall then 
distribute the said unit in each co u n ­ 
ty, which shall be one hun d red per 
cent according to th e valuation of 
the property in each ta xing district 
but which shail not include money 
and credits and roiling stock. 
H ow ­ 
ever. afte r t h a t percentage has been 
ascertained as to said valuation, th at 
said taxing district shall have the 
same percentage of the money and 
credits and rolling stock, and th e to­ 
tals for the property and money and 
credits and rolling stpcfc, shall he th e 
valuation of th e railroad property in 
such ta xing district. 
T hat a fte r th e 
commission 
shall 
have secured th e proper proportion 
ane percentage to each county and 
then to each ta xing 
district, 
they 
shall divide th e groas ea rn in g s tax 
according to the said proportion or 
percentage as found for th e proper­ 
ties, moneys and credit and rolling

In the days of grandmother, when 
cheap 
trimming-; braids,
